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Attacker 
who set 
ex on fire 
locked up 

A MAN from Dudley who 
poured petrol on his ex-girl- 
friend before setting her 
alight and turning her into a 
human ‘fireball’ has been 
jailed for 19 years. 

Damion Sheldon, of Rus- 
sells Hall Road, went to 
Louise Pilkington’s Rowley 
Regis home and poured 
petrol through her letter¬ 
box, before dousing her in it 
when she came to the door to 
see what was going on, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Witnesses had described 
seeing her burn ‘like a fire¬ 
ball’ after she was set alight 
on December 2. 

A child was rescued from 
inside the property and had 
to be resuscitated, while 
another child escaped 
unharmed. The jury took 
three-and-a-half hours to 
find him guilty of attempted 
murder following a trial in 
July. 

Sheldon had told the jury 
he had gone to Miss Pilkin- 
ton’s home with the inten¬ 
tion of killing himself in 
front of her after struggling 
to get over the breakdown of 
their relationship. 

Sentencing him Judge 
John Warner said: “If you 
intended to kill yourself you 
obviously thought the better 
of it as you went on to set fire 
to the house and then made 
off.” 

He was jailed for 15 years 
for the attempted murder 
and four years for the arson 
charge.

New appeal is launched 
to find missing Natalie

FRIENDS and family of a teenage girl 
who vanished when she left her 
Dudley home to go to the shops have 
launched a fresh appeal to find her - 
10 years since she was last seen. 

Natalie Putt, of Thornleigh, Lower 
Gornal, Dudley, was 17 when she disap¬ 
peared on September 1, 2003. She never 
returned, despite having a three-month-old 
baby son, named Rhys, at home. 

Now, a decade later, friends and relatives have 
renewed their appeals to find Natalie - blitzing 
social networking websites with appeals for help, 
including tweets to stars such as Ant and Dec, 
Lord Sugar, ex-Spice Girl Emma Bunton, 
Jonathan Ross and Boy George. 

Natalie’s half sister, 36-year-old Rebecca 
Coggins, said: “We’ve got to believe there is still 
some hope that she’s out there somewhere and it 
would be nice to think she’s made her own little 
life and is happy. 

“But we need to know - that’s the agony. We 
don’t think she would have gone off and left her 
baby - there’s got to be more to it than meets the 
eye. 

Equipment 

“But we have to face the possibility there was 
something made her leave that day. Natalie 
going missing has been a journey that you would¬ 
n’t wish on anybody.” 

In March police hunting for Natalie started 
digging up land in a paddock, where she is 
believed to have once kept two horses, next to 
Himley Lodge on the A449 Stourbridge Road in 
Himley. 

Hydraulic equipment was used to cut through 
the concrete floor of a brick outbuilding but 
police called off the search after finding nothing 
nearly three days later. 

The following month, police revealed that the 
case of missing Natalie was one of six ‘cold’ cases 
about which they were appealing to the public 
for help in solving - the other five cases were 
murders. 

Rebecca said friends had been busy tweeting a 
‘missing’ poster about Natalie since yesterday 
and a fresh plea was posted on a Facebook page 
set up to try to find her. 

“I haven’t got a clue about Twitter but they 
have and they’re contacting everybody they can 
think of, even celebrities who don’t know her, to 
retweet the appeal in the hope that it will bring 
some news,” she added. 

“I’ll be catching up with them later about 
what response they may have had. 

“We will keep the campaign up and running 



and will never give up - while there’s hope we will 
keep going.” 

TV presenters Holly Willoughby, Kirstie 
Allsop, Kate Thornton and Jake Humphrey and 
actress Amanda Holden are among the celebrities 
invited to retweet the appeal. 

Natalie’s son, Rhys, is now aged 10 and living 
with his father, the missing girl’s boyfriend Kevin 
McCallum. 

In March 2009, Natalie was featured on a 
missing person programme, which sparked 
reported sightings of the her in Tipton, Cardiff, 
Bournemouth and Scotland dating back to 2005. 

But, despite police investigations into the 
sightings, they drew a blank. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Brig Ford 


said today: “The case is still open and if any cred¬ 
ible information comes in we will act upon it, as 
we did in March, when we brought in special 
equipment to search the land in Himley.” 

Sheena Hamilton, who used to own Himley 
Lodge and now lives next door in Himley Park, 
said today: “I feel desperately sorry for the 
family and just hope their new appeal brings 
some answers - I’m certain that somebody must 
know something about what has happened to 
Natalie. 

“She was a lovely girl and was only a kid - but 
she loved her baby and I don’t believe there’s any 
way she would have just left him.” 

Anyone with information that might help to 
find Natalie is urged to phone police on 101. 


Jail for men

TWO men who had a pump 
action shotgun in their car 
in Dudley town centre were 
jailed for fiveyears.

Mr 
Christopher Gibbons, prose¬ 
cuting, said officers noted 
the ‘alarmed and panicky 
demeanour’ of Rahman, of 
Tudor Road, Tipton, before 
they saw the firearm. 

Rahman, aged 31, was 
arrested and a firearms 
expert was then called. After 
officers found a tracksuit top 
belonging to 33-year-old 
Ahmed near the Earl of 
Dudley pub, he was found 
and arrested. 

Ahmed had pleaded guilty 
at an earlier hearing to the 
possession of a prohibited 
weapon. Rahman admitted 
the same charge.

However, police now say 
that there was no evidence 
to suggest that an assault 
had taken place.

Heritage experts hit out 
at college site makeover 


A MULTI-MILLION pound makeover of a 
college campus in the Black Country has 
come under fire from heritage experts. 

English Heritage says it has some concerns over 
proposals for a new entrance to the Stourbridge 
College site in Hagley Road, fearing it would look out 
of place with neighbouring 19th century and grade II 


listed properties. 

The revamped entrance is 
part of a £5million scheme at 
site formerly known as 
Stourbridge College, but 
which has changed its name 
following a merger with 
Birmingham Metropolitan 
College. It also includes a 
new health and social care 
centre. 

Under plans lodged with 
Dudley Council, there would 
be a new frontage to the site, 
now called Hagley Road 
Campus of Birmingham 
Metropolitan College, as 
well as two new three-storey 
teaching blocks. 

One fills a space between 
two existing buildings and 
the other is a side extension. 

Alan Taylor from English 
Heritage said the organisa¬ 
tion was not against the 
scheme in principal, but it 
believed some aspects of the 
design for the new entrance 
needed ‘reconsideration’. 

In a letter to the council, 
he said: “English Heritage 
objects to the current design

for the entrance block, 
which does not relate har¬ 
moniously to either the 19th 
century housing in Hagley 
Road or to views towards the 
grade II listed Founder’s 
House at Stourbridge Hospi¬ 
tal.” 

The new teaching blocks 
will provide a new home for 
the college’s health and soc¬ 
ial care department, which is 
currently based in a building 
due to be demolished. 

The college’s director of 
estates, John Starmer, said: 
“The proposed scheme 
design and landscape will 
improve the existing rela¬ 
tionship between the college 
and its local environment. 

“We are continuing to 
work closely with the 
council’s planning and con¬ 
servation officers and 
English Heritage as a statu¬ 
tory consultee to explain the 
proposals and their positive 
contribution to the sur¬ 
rounding area.”

Wife found football coach hanged

A YOUTH team football coach who was 
hailed for his work with youngsters was 
found hanged by his wife at their home, 
an inquest heard. 

Father-of-two Darren Owen, who 
managed Stourbridge Football Club 
Under-lls, had recently been promoted 
to the role of senior operations manager 
with BT, the hearing in Walsall was told. 

His wife of nine years, Rebecca Owen, 
said that her 36-year-old husband had 
become worried about work in the 
months leading up to his death on 
December 8. She said she had rushed 
home from work after receiving a call 
from him saying: “I love you but I can’t do 


this anymore.” Mr Owen, who also leaves 
behind his two sons, Luke and Joe, was 
found hanged from the loft space at their 
home in Thoresby Croft, Dudley. Speak¬ 
ing about her husband during the 
inquest, Mrs Owen said he was a ‘confi¬ 
dent’ and ‘intelligent’ person. 

She said he was committed to his job 
with BT and had progressed from 
apprentice to senior operation manager 
in 15 years. Mrs Owen added: “In the last 
six months prior to his death he did worry 
and he did question himself.” 

She said he had become concerned 
about what was expected of him in his 
new role after the recent promotion. Mrs 


Owen said he started working from home 
a lot and felt he ‘did not know which way 
to turn’ to get support. 

Jenny Davies, general manager at 
Openreach - part of the BT group - had 
given Mr Owen the promotion. She said 
she had been ‘extremely impressed’ by 
him and thought he had been fitting into 
the role very well. 

Delivering the conclusion Mr Owen 
killed himself, Senior Coroner Robin 
Balmain said: “There were clearly no sus¬ 
picious circumstances.” He said Mr Owen 
had a busy job but it was not possible to 
say whether any stress caused by the new 
role had caused him to take his life. 


Officers seize 20,000 

smuggled cigarettes

Sight charity tennis sessions

MORE than 20,000 smuggled ciga¬ 
rettes and 170 bottles of illegal 
alcohol have been seized by trading 
standards officers in Dudley during 
the past year. 

The haul recovered by the team at 
Dudley Council following a series of 
raids on premises across the borough is 
worth thousands of pounds. 

In total 20,378 smuggled cigarettes valued at 
£7,000, 50 packets of counterfeit rolling tobacco 
and 173 bottles of illegal booze worth £2,000, 
which had not had the duty paid on them, have 
been confiscated since July 2012. 

The figures were released as part of an annual 
report into the joint work between trading stan¬ 
dards and police. 

They also reveal that officers also carried out 
240 covert test purchases at shops to see if owners 
were selling to underage drinkers and smokers. 

A total of 15 fixed penalty notices and 12 
reviews of the licence at premises were handed 
out for the illegal sale of alcohol. 

They also handed out information and signs 
promoting the legal age for buying alcohol and 
cigarettes and advice to traders regarding the law. 

Importance 

Cabinet member for environment and culture, 
Councillor Tracy Wood, said: “We have had a 
hugely successful year in cracking down on the 
sale of alcohol and cigarettes to under age people. 

“We advise owners about the importance of 
obeying the law and take action against those who 
ignore it. This work sends out a clear message 
that we will help traders understand the legal 
requirements, but clamp down on those who 
break the law.” 

The work has been partly funded by the 
council’s office of public health. 

It is part of a drive to tackle underage smoking 
and drinking. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet member for 
health and wellbeing, said: “This goes a long way 
to tackling smoking in the borough by stopping 
the sale of cigarettes to young people who later 
become addicted. 

“I look forward to more success from trading 
standards in helping protect the health and well 
being of the borough.” 

Trading standards carry out more than 600 
visits to retailers across the borough. 


A CHARITY which helps blind and partially- 
sighted people across Dudley borough has 
launched its own tennis sessions. 

The monthly classes are being run by the Pock- 
lington Trust Resource and Information Centre, 
based in Stourbridge. 

The sessions are free and take place at the 
David Lloyd Leisure Centre, in Pensnett, Brier- 
ley Hill. 

Participants use a larger ball which contains 
metal bearings and are allowed a certain number 
of bounces depending on their level of sight loss. 

Resource centre support worker David Ray- 
bould said he had been delighted at the uptake so 


far but was keen to encourage as many people as 
possible to take part. “We use badminton courts 
with the nets dropped down and give people 
junior rackets to play with,” he said. 

“It has proved so popular we are currently 
booking four courts at a time.” 

The resource centre, based at the Mary 
Stevens Centre, in Hagley Road, Oldswinford, is 
part of the Thomas Pocklington Trust, a charity 
which aims to improve the quality of life of people 
with sight loss.

Raider hid 
under bed 
to escape 
pursuers 

A DRUNK burglar was 
caught red-handed when he 
was discovered hiding under 
a bed belonging to a pen¬ 
sioner who was away on 
holiday. 

Matthew Harding said he 
entered the house in Enville 
Street, Stourbridge, believ¬ 
ing it was derelict. 

Harding, aged 25 and of 
no fixed address, had been 
involved in a fight and was 
trying to hide, but the judge 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court sentenced him to 26 
weeks in prison. 

He was found with ciga¬ 
rettes, mobile phones and 
torches while hiding under 
the bed, although it was in 
doubt as to what property 
actually belonged to the 66- 
year-old male occupier. 

Prosecutor Alka Brigue 
told the court that an alarm 
went off and the police were 
notified. “When the prop¬ 
erty was searched they 
heard a noise upstairs and 
the defendant was discov¬ 
ered hiding under the bed. 

“It was clear to police he 
was intoxicated at the time. ” 

The burglary took place 
on March 30 and Harding 
took the case to trial at 
Dudley Magistrates Court 
after pleading not guilty. 

Defending her client, 
Kate Thomas told the court 
that Harding - a qualified 
gas fitter - had a drug 
problem. She added: “He’s 
adamant he intends to 
change his ways.”

Ian Thomas will tell his story 


A MAN from Dudley will bare his soul to an 
international audience in Japan, telling the 
moving story of his life with over 30 foster fam¬ 
ilies and his battle to beat drug addiction and 
feelings of rejection. 

Ian Thomas, aged 27, spent seven years in 
foster care and is ready to speak about his 
experience to a conference called ‘Let’s Move 
Forward Hand in Hand for the Children’ in 
Osaka from September 13 to 16. 

Ian, now working for the Core Assets care 
organisation, will talk about his time as a trou¬ 
bled youngster, coping with fear and feelings of 
low self-esteem. He plans to write a book about 
his experiences, and said: “I was 10 when I 
went into care in the south of England because 
my parents couldn’t look after me. I found 
school very difficult. I was dyslexic, and was 


quite angry and felt let down. Sometimes my 
way of showing I was hurting was by negative 
behaviour.” He went on to live with more than 
30 foster families in the south of England. 

And he credits his last foster mother, a 
woman living in the Isle of Wight recruited by 
Core Assets, with turning him around by offer¬ 
ing him a ‘nurturing’ home. 

Confidence 

He added: “It is thanks to the support net¬ 
works around me - my brilliant foster mother, 
Jane, who stuck with me during my first two 
years in care with Core Assets, and the encour¬ 
agement from staff - that has enabled me to 
turn my life around. I am grateful to those who 
believed in me, helping me to regain my confi¬ 
dence and to talk openly about my life.” 


His speech to the International Fostering 
Care Organisation conference will recount his 
journey, including his struggle to overcome 
drug addiction, poor education and lack of 
school attendance, to leading professionals in 
child welfare from across the world. 

After a year of travelling across Canada, 
Australia the Far and Middle East, he has now 
landed a job as a project officer with Care 
Assets. Care assets has 60 offices across the 
UK, as well as 20 overseas bases. 

It estimates there is a 9,000 shortage of 
foster carers in this country, and is trying to 
attract more people with the patience, under¬ 
standing and determination to look after chil¬ 
dren.

Cyclist with no helmet died 
tallowing collision with car

A CYCLIST was riding fast at night - without 
a helmet or lights and wearing dark clothes - 
when he collided with a car, causing severe 
head injuries and leading to his death, an 
inquest heard. 

The motorist whose vehicle collided with 24-year- 
old Lee Stead broke down as she described the tragic 
accident, saying she had no chance of avoiding 


hitting him. 

Lee’s parents, Neil and 
Debra, with whom he lived 
in Park Crescent, Stourport, 
faced the agonising decision 
of letting doctors turn off the 
life support system of their 
only son three days after the 
accident, which happened in 
Vernon Road, at the junction 
with Tan Lane, Stourport. 

Teaching assistant Sam¬ 
antha Roberts told the 
Stourport inquest she was 
driving back from a 60th 
birthday at Stourport 
Cricket Club, with her 10- 
year-old daughter also in her 
car, and there were vehicles 
parked on either side of 
Vernon Road at about 
10.20pm on May 11. 

Mrs Roberts said: “In the 
corner of my eye I saw this 
figure in black. I slammed on 
the brakes. There was a 
Transit van on the right and 
cars parked on the left and I 
had nowhere to go. 

“He was riding very, very 
fast and before I knew it he 
hit the bumper, bonnet and 
windscreen and landed on 
the pavement.” 

Mrs Roberts’ husband 
Lloyd, who was following 
behind and was qualified in 
first aid, began trying to 
save Lee’s life. She sobbed as 
she said: “I was screaming 
‘Oh my God, oh my God’ and 
my daughter had got out of 
the car - and Lloyd screamed 
at us to get back in the car.”

She estimated she was 
travelling at 25mph and 
police vehicle examiner 
Michael Saunders con¬ 
firmed her Renault Scenic 
could not have been going 
faster than 30mph and had 
no faults. 

Mrs Roberts said a breath 
test at the scene had shown 
a ‘zero’ alcohol reading. 

Mr Stead underwent 
surgery at Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
but consultant in critical 
care Dr Laura Tasker said 
the injuries to his brain were 
‘unsurvivable’ and he died 
at 7.55am on May 14. 

Worcestershire Senior 
Coroner Geraint Williams 
concluded that it was an 
accidental death. He said: 
“This was simply an acci¬ 
dent with appallingly tragic 
consequences.”

Museum’s magical 
muffin past on show

The muffin man is not purely the 
stuff of fairy tales as The Black 
Country Living Museum proved 
when it was featured in the 
Great British Bake Off series. 
DEBORAH HARDIMAN reports 


THE Black Country Living 
Museum was among the 
stars of the show when the 
heritage attraction played 
a part in the TV series the 
Great British Bake Off. 

A film crew visited the museum 
earlier this year to film tradi¬ 
tional muffin making techniques, 
with the footage used as a video 
feature during the latest episode 
of the contest. 

Popular 

Museum staff who appeared in the 
clip, screened last Tuesday, included 
curator of domestic and cultural life 
Clare Weston, who explained the his¬ 
torical side of the muffin alongside 
Rosalyn Crone, from the Open Uni¬ 
versity 

Popular Mrs Weston, aged 39, who has 
worked for the attraction for two years, 
said: “They asked me to stand on the 
bridge and talk about how the muffin 
became popular in Georgian times from 
the late 18th century into the 19th 
century. 

“It was very cold as we’d had heavy 
snowfall just the weekend before the film 
crew came. 

“It took an hour to film my bit, but it’s 


a very nice part of my job. Muffins were 
made with quite a cheap recipe and 
were popular with the labourers, and 
eventually became popular with the 
upper classes as a tasty afternoon 
snack.” 

Museum demonstrator Deryck 


Noakes, who knows how to bake, was 
filmed showing how muffins would 
have been made in the Black Country 
using a recipe of yeast, flour, salt, lard 
or butter. 

Mrs Weston explained the British 
muffin is different from the American 


adaptation which is in effect a cake, such 
as the blueberry muffin. 

“It's created using a yeast-based 
dough. It is served warm with butter. But 
it’s not very easy to bake. You have to get 
it just right with the heat hitting it 
evenly. 

“I think some of the contestants were 
having real problems in that section of 
the show and ended up with muffins with 
soggy centres. 

“We showed how to bake it using a tra¬ 
ditional griddle with a hoop handle which 
was hung over a coal fire range so that 
the heat from the fire would heat it from 
the bottom to the top. 

“On the programme they used a Welsh 
bakestone which is available nowadays 
and sits over the hob,” she added. 

Dave Harrison, from Tipton and in his 
60s, is a learning assistant at the 
museum and takes groups of school chil¬ 
dren round the site. 

He was filmed carrying out muffin 
man duties. 

Footage 

Mr Harrison said: “They were asking 
for volunteers to take part in the filming. 
I put my name forward to help. I had to 
dress up in a muffin man outfit, carry 
muffins around and ring the bell. 

“Like most of these things it takes 
several hours of footage and only two 
minutes of me made it on air. 

“But it was amazing. While the show 
was on I got a text from someone I used 
to work with years ago who said, ‘you’re 
the muffin man, fame at last’. 

“I was watching it at home. It’s great 
publicity for the museum which looked 
great on the screen. It just underlines 
that it’s a fabulous site for those types of 
heritage TV programmes.” 

Mr Harrison, a former journalist who 
was born in Tipton, has been working at 
the museum for four years.

Fundamental elements that 
laid industrial foundations 


COAL. Iron ore. Limestone. 
Fire clay. Casting sand. The 
five vital minerals beneath 
the Black Country that were 
essential to its rapid rise as 
one of the greatest manu¬ 
facturing regions the world 
has ever seen. 

Coal it was that burned Britain 
into industrial supremacy in the 
19th Century. Burning in furnaces, 
factories, locomotives, steam ships 
and gasworks, it transformed the 
world, and in that remarkable 
change the thick coal of South 
Staffordshire was indispensable as a 
source of British power. 

The Ten Yard Seam, as it was also 
called, was mined from at least the 
later 13th Century, when it could be 
dug out from the surface or close to 
it. Just 21 miles long at its furthest

extent and generally between six 
and seven miles in breadth. 

By the early years of the 19th 
Century it was reckoned that 
between 500,000 and one million 
tons of local coal were burned annu¬ 
ally in the works and furnaces of the 
Black Country. Within a few years, 
the Ten Yard Seam was second only 
to the vast Northern Coalfield in 
national importance. 

Eventually, small mines became 
uncompetitive and others were 
flooded by water. Many closed. 
Deeper collieries were sunk on the 
edges of the coalfield at Hamstead, 
Sand-well Valley and Baggeridge 
but they could not halt the swift fall 
of the Black Country from its pinna¬ 
cle as a coal-producing region. 

Production of iron locally peaked 
at 752,000 tons in 1859. This was an 


amazing 22 per cent of British pro¬ 
duction and it was blasted from 
190 furnaces. Such a huge amount 
of iron needed to be extracted from 
an even greater amount of iron ore; 
in 1866 it was reported that almost 
two million tons of iron ore was 
needed for the Black Country fur¬ 
naces. Of this, more than half was 
mined locally. 

However, the subsequent 
exhaustion of local supplies of both 
iron ore and coal led to a rapid 
decline in the number of furnaces 
to just 40 by 1880. Fortunately new 
jobs were created through the 
emergence of steel making in both 
Bilston and Brierley Hill - some¬ 
thing which carried on strongly 
until the later 20th Century. The 
mining of limestone, too, was in 
marked decline. Often overlooked 
in its importance, limestone was 
highly significant. 

The limestone under the Wrens 


Nest and Castle Hill in Dudley was 
worked from at least the 1200s. By 
the 1860s these opencast mines 
were mostly worked out, after 
which the stone was fetched out via 
shafts sunk into the hill - as can be 
seen in the caverns today. It was 
then burned with coal in kilns, 
such as those still obvious at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

Most of the lime from Dudley 
was used as a flux in the smelting 
of iron to remove phosphorus, 
sulphur, and silica and other impu¬ 
rities. This led to the forming of the 
slag above the pure liquid iron. 
Lime was also important in the 
refining of steel and in the making 
of glass. 

Much of the clay in the Black 
Country was particularly suitable 
for this purpose, allowing blast fur¬ 
naces and glass kilns to withstand 
the fierce temperatures so neces¬ 
sary in the making of glass and the 


smelting of iron. This clay was 
mined from local pits and was 
brought to the surface in slab form 
and ‘weathered’. It was dug up 
mostly from Brierley Hill, Amble- 
cote and Kingswinford. 

Each town seem to be associated 
with some specialist trade that 
thrust its name onto the world 
stage. Netherton with its anchors. 
Cradley and Cradley Heath with 
their chains, plus Stourbridge and 
Brierley Hill with their glass. 

And just as these products 
reached across the world so too did 
the names of the great concerns of 
the Black Country: Rubery Owen 
and Stewart and Lloyd’s; Accles 
and Pollock’s and Tangye’s; 
Horsley Bridge and Chance’s; the 
Bean and Kenrick’s; Izon’s and the 
Patent Shaft and Axeltree; John 
Thompson and Thomas Dudley 
Ltd.

Fresh start for couple 
after market is closed

TWO fruit and veg sellers 
have branched out to open 
their own shop following the 
closure of Brierley Hill’s 
Concord Market. 

Jeremy Thorpe and his wife 
Caireen have opened traditional 
farm shop Fresh Harvest in the 
town’s Mill Street. 

The couple had been running a busi¬ 
ness at the former indoor market for 
three and a half years. 

But after market bosses announced 
in June that the centre was going to 
shut due to dwindling trade, they 
decided to set up on their own. 

They have moved into a former 
bakery three weeks ago and said, so 
far, business was going well. 

Mr Thorpe, aged 47, said: “It was a 
shock how quickly the market closed 
but it’s been good for us to open our 
own shop. 

Traditional 

“We had a good customer base at the 
market so hopefully we can continue 
to have that in our new premises. 

“It’s a traditional farm shop with a 
large kitchen table in the middle of the 
shop and lots of wicker baskets. 

“We try to source as much local 
produce as possible to support the local 
farmers and we also work with the 
seasons.” 

The couple are following in the foot¬ 
steps of Mandy Merrick who moved 
her tea room business to Maple Row, 
off Mill Street. It had been a popular 
feature of the Concord Market in 
Brierley Hill for more than 20 years. 

But Mrs Merrick decided the time 
was right to move Polly’s Tea Room 
into a shop. 

She took over the business four 
years ago after leaving a job in the

licensing department at Dudley 
Council. Her business, which employs 
three, also has a kitchen at Myles 
Court, which provides food to 91 resi¬ 
dent flats. 

Owner of Concord Market Shane 
Birch-Bastock blamed the closure of 
the market on a drop in trade and an 


exit of stallholders. Four stallholders 
handed their notice in just weeks 
before he announced it would shut. 

Before it closed, he vowed to help the 
remaining stall-holders move to other 
locations in the borough. 

Mr Birch-Bastock also runs the 
market in Sedgley.

Judge praises prolific thief after he 
owns up to more than 100 offences 


A PROLIFIC thief who confessed 
to more than 100 offences has 
been jailed - but could be free in 
less than a year and has been 
praised by a judge for his honesty. 

Dale Mowat’s £32,000 crimewave 
only ended after he knocked at the door 
of a woman in Stourbridge Road, Lye, 
and asked her to order him a takeaway. 

She refused the bizarre request and 
moments later bravely grabbed hold of the 
25-year-old after spotting him breaking in to

a neighbour’s car, prosecutor Edward 
Soulsby told Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The unnamed woman grabbed hold of his 
legs and refused to let go despite the drug 
addict threatening to stab her with a 
syringe. 

Mowat was on bail at the time having 
been arrested three days earlier after being 
caught trying to steal from a hut at the 
Stourbridge Children’s and Family Centre 
in Ford Road on June 3. 


The serial criminal with 35 previous con¬ 
victions for 58 offences then decided to take 
police on a drive round the area, pointing 
out the scene of the other unsolved crimes 
he had committed over two years, involving 
a total of £32,581 worth of valuables, the 
court heard. 

Mr Paul Hiatt, defending, explained: “He 
sold all the property he stole and spent the 
money on drink and drugs. He wants to wipe 
the slate clean. On his release he intends to 
move out of the area and become a drugs 
counsellor.” 

Former sous chef Mowat, from Ridge 


Road, Stourbridge, who lost several fingers 
in an industrial accident in March 2011, 
admitted burglary, seven thefts and two 
attempted thefts from vehicles and asked 
for 94 other offences to be taken into consid¬ 
eration. 

He was jailed for a total of 22 months, but 
is likely to only serve half of that time actu¬ 
ally behind bars. 

Recorder Mark Wall QC told him during 
yesterday’s hearing: “Police did not know 
you were responsible for many of the crimes 
you subsequently admitted. They may never 
have been solved without your honesty.”

£2.6m restoration of 
park nears completion

WORKS to complete a £2.6 
million revamp of an historic 
Dudley park, which dates 
back almost 1,000 years, will 
be officially unveiled next 
month. 

A long-awaited restoration project 
for Priory Park is drawing to a close 
after officials secured the remaining 
grants needed to complete the scheme. 
The park is getting £2.6 million of 
investment following the bid to Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund and the Big Lottery 
Fund under the Parks for People pro¬ 
gramme. Around £1.8 million has 
come from the lottery schemes. 

Dudley Council and other contribu¬ 
tors have put £800,000 into the project. 
The 19-acre park opened in 1932 and is 
home to the remains of the 900-year 
old Dudley Priory which was estab¬ 
lished after the Norman Conquest of 
1066. 

Fantastic 

Campaigners have long fought for 
the revamp of the park and demanded 
the Dudley Council help push for 
grants to seek improvements. 

Dudley Council and the Friends of 
Priory Park and Green will show VIPs 
around the newly improved park at a 
special launch event on September 20. 

The council’s environment and 
culture chief, Councillor Tracy Wood, 
today said: “It is fantastic to see all the 
aspects of this project coming together 
to give this beautiful and historical 
park the improvements it deserves. 

“I’m sure our residents and park vis¬ 
itors will be delighted to see how much 
Priory Park has been reinvigorated 
over the last three years.” 

The work includes the redevelop¬ 
ment of the park pavilion which has 
been extended. 

It will now provide public toilets and 
act as a base for educational activities 


and community facilities. New lighting 
has also been installed around the 
Priory ruins. 

An avenue of trees, repairs to path 
surfaces, new signage, artwork and 
sculptures and improvements to 
drainage also feature. The cash has 
also enabled the council to employ two 
park rangers. The Heritage Lottery 
Fund’s West Midlands regional chief, 
Reyahn King, added: “Parks are a vital 
green lung in our towns and cities. 
We’re delighted that Priory Park is 
nearing completion.” 

Meanwhile, volunteers welcomed 
families to a community fun day at 


Dudley’s landmark Priory Park as 
they get ready to celebrate the comple¬ 
tion of the long-awaited revamp. 

Scores of people attended the event 
organised by the Friends of Priory 
Park group. There were an array of 
stalls as well as entertainment for 
youngsters including a bouncy castle, 
climbing wall, a harness trampoline 
and balloon-making. 

Members of the Priory Park Allstars 
organised sports activities for visitors 
and there were raffles and a tombola, 
which was raising money for a piece of 
artwork to be installed in the rose 
garden.

Shop developer hits out at 
planning officers' demands 


A DEVELOPER wanting to 
open a home furnishing store 
out of a derelict pub in the 
Black Country has hit out at 
council planning officers over 
‘impossible’ demands for his 
proposal. 

Jon Thompson plans to spend 
£200,000 refitting the fire-wrecked 
former Round Oak pub in Dudley 
Road, Brierley Hill, before operating 
his family business shop inside. 

The store would employ up to 10 
people at launch and would regenerate 
a building last used as a pub more than 
20 years ago. But Mr Thompson claims 
his planning application, submitted in 
May, has been held back by continuous 
demands from planning officers.

An electric car charging port, 
parking for motorbikes and showering 
and changing facilities are among the 
requests for the shop from Dudley 
Council. Mr Thompson said: “I want to 


bring back into use a terrible-looking 
building and boost business to this 
area of town - yet I am being treated 
like a Tesco Express. I don’t see why so 
many problems are being found.” 

Mr Thompson submitted the plan¬ 
ning application on May 8 and hoped 
to get approval in July. Now he has 
been told a decision is imminent. 
Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, said: “All plan¬ 
ning applications have to go through 
the normal legal process before being 
determined, and it is imp-ortant to get 
this detail from the outset. 

“We work closely with people to help 
them make sure all policy require¬ 
ments are met before a decision is 
made. We are continuing to work with 
the applicant to ensure all matters are 
resolved as quickly as possible.”

Attraction ideal for 
period drama crews

AFTER years of being over¬ 
looked or derided by televi¬ 
sion executives, the Black 
Country is finally being taken 
seriously as a drama setting. 

Peaky Blinders, set in Birming¬ 
ham’s criminal underworld 
during 1919, will become the 
latest of several period dramas 
filmed at the Black Country 
Living Museum when it reaches 
our screens next Thursday. 

And unlike the days of Crossroads 
or Auf Wiedersehen Pet, when the only 
references to the West Midlands came 
in the form of hammy accents and the 
odd place name crowbarred into the 
dialogue, the new series starring 
Batman actor Cillian Murphy will 
feature several identifiable locations. 

Mystery 

Much of the filming for Peaky Blind¬ 
ers, named after a mob of sharply 
dressed gangsters who conceal razor 
blades in the peak of their tweed caps, 
took place at the museum. 

It follows on from Dancing on the 
Edge, a jazz-age murder mystery, and 
WPc 56, a police series set in the 1950s, 
which were also filmed at the site in 
Dudley. 

Alan Apperley, a media expert at 
Wolverhampton University, is not sur¬ 
prised the area is becoming increas¬ 
ingly popular as a setting for period 
drama, saying that locations such as 
the Black Country Living Museum are 
perfect for such productions. “It’s like 
a ready-made film set,” he says. 
“There are lots of stately homes 
around, but these working-class 
period settings are becoming increas¬ 


ingly scarce, as they have all been lost 
to redevelopment.” 

The Severn Valley Railway was also 
used for filming scenes of Dancing on 
the Edge, and WPc 56 featured scenes 
which were shot at Himley Hall, and 
having such attractions close together 
is another important factor in choos¬ 
ing film locations. 

Black Country Living Museum 
director Clare Byers says talks are 
already taking place about the pros¬ 
pect of a second series of WPc 56 being 
made at the museum, and she believes 
the film crews will become an increas¬ 
ingly common presence at the site. 

“The Black Country Living Museum 


is a producer’s dream, with its array 
of Victorian buildings, old artefacts 
and traffic-free environment,” she 
says. 

Mike Hobson, the producer of WPc 
56, agrees, saying that the beauty of 
the West Midlands is that there are so 
many suitable locations within easy 
reach of one another. 

“It’s like a Hollywood backdrop, 
there are a wealth of locations suit¬ 
able for filming,” he says. 

“The Black Country Museum was 
ideal, it worked beautifully well with 
that brilliant street of shops, with the 
old motorcycle shop fitting in with 
the period/’

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Delight after recycling 
waste scheme is binned

CAMPAIGNERS have been 
celebrating after a controver¬ 
sial proposal to build a waste 
recycling plant in the Black 
Country was refused - but 
they admitted their battle may 
not be over yet as the 
company behind the scheme 
considers an appeal. 

More than 20 people arrived ahead of 
Dudley Council’s development control 
meeting to voice their protest against 
the scheme planned for Brierley Hill by 
Clean Power Properties at the Council 
House in Priory Road last night. 

More than 350 people had signed a 
petition against the plan. Ward coun¬ 
cillors also opposed the application as 
well as Dudley South MP Chris Kelly. 

Inside the meeting held last 
Tuesday, Tim Lee, aged 63, of Seagers 
Lane, told councillors on the commit¬ 
tee the plant would bring traffic and 
odour misery to residents, already 
blighted by problems of waste storage 
at Refused Derived Fuel Ltd in Moor 
Street. 

He said: “Now the Brierley Hill area 
is in danger of becoming the waste 
dump of the West Midlands. Families 
won’t want to move to the area, nor will 
new businesses want to start up here.” 

As the vote was announced, resi¬ 
dents in the public gallery of the 
council chamber cheered, but many 
afterwards feared an appeal by the 
company. 

Mr Lee said: “I worry this will 
change nothing for Clean Power Prop¬ 
erties - the company has shown little 
consideration to local residents so far, 
by putting the plant forward in the first 
place and then sticking with the appli¬ 
cation despite objections.” 

Justine Chamberlain-Page, 42, of 
Church Street, said: “It’s good news 
today, we only hope that is the end of it 


now, but there is no guarantee. “I’m 
pleased the councillors have listened to 
our concerns and taken the right 
action. It is a waiting game now.” 

Reverend Steve Martin, vicar at St 
Michael’s Anglican Church in Brierley 
Hill, said: “Clean Power need to realise 
this is a community which does not 
wish for their waste recycling plant. I 
hope this sends the message loud and 
clear.” 

Disappointed 

Clean Power said they would now 
explore their next steps. Spokesman 
Dominic O’Donnell said: “We are 
understandably very disappointed in 
the Development Control Committee’s 
decision. 

“Clean Power has worked hard 
throughout the application process to 
answer all of the questions asked by 
local residents, councillors and officers 
about our proposals, including on the 


issue of odour. We have detailed how 
the Environment Agency - who would 
regulate and monitor the operation of 
the site - raised no objection to our 
proposals. 

“We would like to thank those 
within the community who have sup¬ 
ported us. We will now explore our 
next steps.” 

It took councillors less than an hour 
to refuse the planning application on 
the grounds that the facility would 
disrupt people living nearby with 
increased traffic and smell. 

The decision was made despite the 
Environment Agency not objecting 
against the plant in favour of stringent 
conditions laid down on operations. 

Committee chairman Councillor 
Qadar Zada said: “I can see why a 
development like this would be benefi¬ 
cial. What I can’t see is how it would be 
beneficial to the people of Brierley 
Hill.”

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David hopes to solve mystery on lost 
sundial which was unveiled by mayor

A FORMER grammar 
school pupil is trying to 
solve the mystery of a 
missing sundial which was 
a well-known landmark in 
a Black Country town for 
decades. 

David Humphries attended 
Stourbridge Grammar School, 
now King Edward VI College, 
between 1948 and 1954. 

The 76-year-old said in 1952 the 
school had celebrated the 400th

anniversary of receiving its 
charter with staff and pupils 
raising money to purchase the 
sundial to mark the occasion. 

For many years it stood at the top 
of Lower High Street, near to the 
town’s historic clock and opposite 
the Mitre Pub. 

And Mr Humphries, who now 
lives in Sedgley, said a recent trip to 
Stourbridge had brought back 
memories of the sundial and he had 
wondered what had happened to it. 


His search has revealed the 
sundial was still in place until the 
1980s when he believes it was 
removed for the building of the 
Crown Centre. 

Unveiled 

But his investigations have so far 
failed to reveal the eventual fate of 
the sundial and he is now hoping 
someone will come forward with 
information. 

“When the sundial was unveiled 
in 1952 it was a really major occa¬ 
sion with the Mayor attending the 
ceremony,” he said. 


“I have a picture of the sundial 
still in place in the 1960s however 
it had lost the gnomon, the part 
which casts the shadow. 

“I also have information it 
remained at the top of High Street 
until 1981. Indications seem to be 
it was removed when the Crown 
Centre was built later in the 
decade. 

“To be honest I very much doubt 
the dial is still in existence after so 
many years but it would be 
absolutely fascinating to know 
what happened to it.”

Call for barriers rethink 
by traders with petition 

TRADERS have signed a petition 
demanding highways officials re¬ 
think a decision to install plastic 
barriers on a busy road in Dudley 
town centre. Around 20 business 
owners back the campaign. 

They have signed up to voice concerns 
after red and white barriers were laid 
along a narrow stretch of Wolverhampton 
Street off High Street. 

Dudley Council bosses said the barriers were 
installed because of problems with parked cars 
on double yellow lines blocking the pavement 
and road. 

They say this caused heavy lorries to swerve 
up onto the opposite pavement cracking slabs 
and brickwork. 

But traders say they were not fully consulted 
over the move and want urgent talks with the 
highways department at the council. 

Mohammed Sagir, who has run his mobile 
phone store Direct Link for 12 years, gathered 
a petition after becoming increasingly frus¬ 
trated by the barriers which have been in place 
around three weeks. 

Concerned 

He said litter was now gathering around the 
barriers as road sweepers could not get close 
enough in order to clean the street properly 
Mr Sagir said traders had received a letter in 
recent days detailing the action but he said it 
was too late after they had already been 
installed. 

“We are getting no response from the council 
and I’m concerned they are not listening,” he 
said. 

“There is litter collecting around here now 
which is not making the street look good for 
shoppers.” 

Avinash Kumar, who owns the Gala coffee 
lounge and takeaway, said: “It has caused more 
disruption and is a hazard in the street. It has 
caused some bad feeling.” 

Dudley Council’s transport boss, Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed, said: “We have written to Mr 
Sagir and other traders in Wolverhampton 
Street to explain the work and we will monitor 
the situation before making a decision on a per¬ 
manent solution as soon as possible.”

THIS may only be Dan White- 
house’s second full album, but 
you very quickly realise he has 
much more maturity and experi¬ 
ence of creating music and songs 
than just two CDs can indicate.

There's news for the 
boys on the front line 


T hink of the First World War and 
what immediately springs to 
mind? 

Probably the dirt, squalor and 
misery of life in the trenches, coupled 
with a massive loss of life. 

There are certainly few laughs to be 
had whenever the conflict is 
mentioned - unless, of course, you’re 
a massive fan of Blackadder Goes 
Forth. But that was a fictional sitcom, 
and the events depicted in this drama 
are true. 

It focuses on Captain Fred Roberts 
and Lieutenant Jack Pearson who, in 
1916, launched The Wipers Times, a 
newspaper that turned the horrors of 
warfare into black comedy and satire, 
raising the morale of the British 
Tommys who read it in the process. 

This feature-length drama has been 
something of a labour of love for its 
writers, Private Eye alumni Ian Hislop 
and Nick Newman. 

“Ian had done a radio documentary 
about the Wipers Times many years 
ago and he showed me the paper,” 
says Nick. “But when we got talking 
about it, it was partly the collaboration 
and the way these two men worked 


together that intrigued us. So that was 
part of the springboard for our 
fascination with these stories; we 
imagined it was a bit how we work 
together.” 

‘And it’s the story about a satirical 
newspaper produced in 1916,” adds 
Ian. “We both work on a satirical 
newspaper now. The truth is that 
theirs was funnier and much harder to 
do. 

“We’re doing it in Soho most of the 
time and they were doing it in the 
worst possible circumstances. They 
were incredible. To think that in the 
middle of it all they were sitting there 
writing jokes and then printing them 
up is just amazing.” 

Ben Chaplin plays Roberts who, at 
the start of the story, is leading his 
troops through a bombed-out building 
when he stumbles upon a printing 
press. 

Coincidentally, his sergeant reveals 
he was a printer before the war, which 
inspires Roberts to use the press to 
produce a newspaper. 

Called The Wipers Times (after the 
way in which British soldiers 
pronounced Ypres), it’s full of jokes, 


pastiches and spoofs - an approach 
that upsets some of Roberts’ 
superiors, but gets the full backing of 
a general who recognises its worth. 

Michael Palin, Emilia Fox and Julian 
Rhind-Tutt also star in this tale which, 
at times, seems almost too bizarre to 
be true. 

Nick explains: “We’ve been 
very lucky because we’ve got the 
original facsimile of the original Wipers 
Times in their entirety. Also we’ve got 
a memoir that Fred Roberts wrote 
long after the war. Everything in the 
story is true: there’s a meeting with 
Churchill, there are spies, there’s all 
kinds of detail, which was all 
absolutely true.” 

“If you watch the film and you think 
we’ve made it up, we won’t have, it’ll 
be true,” claims Ian. “Roberts’ life is 
extraordinary and he wins the Military 
Cross in the middle of the War for 
gallantry, just after producing a 
magazine at the Battle of the Somme.” 

There are great performances here, 
and plenty of stiff upper lips on show 
- expect to be moved, amused and 
left on the edge of your seat in equal

You'll be sitting pretty with new 
smaller and lighter C4 Picasso 


By lan Donaldson 


A BIT smaller, a bit lighter, a bit 
more economical and a bit more 
room for people and things. That’s 
the new C4 Picasso as it updates a 
very successful formula. 

Building on a line of people carriers that 
began with the Xsara Picasso in 1999, the 
newcomer adds a touch of style - inside and 
out - to a class of car that has to major on 
sense over looks and can easily end up simply 
dull. 

This latest C4 Picasso is anything but 
boring to look out, doing a good job of hiding 
the practicality demanded by the young fami¬ 
lies that are going to take a huge slice of sales. 

Inside, with two big screens to look at and 
the possibility of adding a roof with so much 
glass it feels like living in a conservatory, the 
sense of style continues apace. Citroen 


licences the Picasso name from the estate of 
the 20th century artist (at a never revealed 
cost) and you hope he might approve, given a 
sight of the car wherever his spirit resides 
right now. Priced from £17,500 to £24,445, the 
car is the first Citroen built on a new platform 
(the most expensive piece of a car to design 
and build) that we’ll see under lots of Citroens 
and Peugeots in the years ahead. 

Sibling 

A longer Grand Picasso, with seven seats 
over three rows, arrives in January next year 
and, if past sales are a guide, will sell more 
than twice as many in the UK as its smaller 
sibling. 

Citroen was careful to get over the message 
that the C4 Picasso was more about family 
practicality than sporting fun before it let the 
press in its new baby, and it’s certainly no con¬ 
tender for pole at Silverstone. 

Thank goodness, I say, for a car designed for 
family life and not weighed down by absurd 
expectations from a marketing department 
living in cloud cuckoo land. So it was good to 


discover that the air conditioning coped on 
the hottest day of the year, so hot that step¬ 
ping out of the car felt like entering a burning 
house while being gently sprayed with warm 
water. 

A pity, though, that the ride turned 
unpleasantly pattery over some of the nonde¬ 
script roads around the launch venue in north 
London. You can choose a petrol engine in 
your C4 Picasso, but almost no-one will, going 
for the diesel option instead. The 92 horse¬ 
power version in the test car (a 115hp unit is 
also available) was peppy enough (108mph, 0- 
62mph in 12.9 seconds), although the 46mpg 
recorded on the trip computer was way off the 
67mpg returned in the official, but unrealis¬ 
tic, tests the car had to be put through.

Co-driver out for eight weeks after crash 


STOURBRIDGE rally driver 
Richard Sykes had mixed fortunes 
on last weekend’s double-header 
BRC Challenge event in Ulster. 

His podium finish on the first 
event was followed by a dramatic 
accident on the second. 

Sykes and co-driver Simon 
Taylor went into the weekend 
looking for two victories to boost 
their hopes of retaining their BRC 
Challenge championship crown. 

A cautious start was made on the 
opening day, the first stage was 
very wet and Sykes dropped a few 
seconds to the leading crew in his 
Citroen C2 R2 Max. A long 14 mile 


stage was next and Sykes used 
intermediate tyres as it was still 
wet but this proved to be a mistake 
as the tyres went off after the 
halfway point causing more time 
to be lost. 

“Conditions were very wet on 
stage one,” said Sykes. “We were 
slightly cautious as, with it being a 
double-header, we couldn’t risk an 
accident on the first event.” 

“I thought intermediate tyres 
would be the right choice for stage 
two but after eight miles they 
turned into blancmange which 
made driving very interesting. 

“At this point we’d dropped to

us.” 

Sykes pushed hard in the 
remaining stages and with one 
stage to go he was 7.5 seconds 
behind Thompson. It was dry 
enough for Sykes to use soft slick 
tyres and a storming run through 
the last stage saw him take 15 
seconds out of Thompson to get 
into third place at the finish.

“We went from 90mph to zero 
immediately, it was probably the 
biggest impact we’ve ever had,” he 
said. 

“Simon injured his back so could 
not get out of the car right away 
but we eventually got him out and 
laid him down while we used the 
Rallitrak safety radio to get help. 


He was stretchered to hospital 
with a neck brace and back board. 

After an X-ray and CT scan he 
was diagnosed with a compound 
fracture in his LI vertebrae. After 
being kept in overnight he was 
allowed home the next day. 

Sykes added: “The champi¬ 
onship is now probably out of reach 
but we will soldier on and repair 
the car in time for the Trackrod 
Challenge rally at the end of Sep¬ 
tember. I will need a stand-in co¬ 
driver though as Simon needs 
eight weeks off. We’re still third in 
the championship so we’ll con¬ 
tinue to push for a great result.”

ALBION smashed their 
transfer record as they 
pulled off a potential £12m 
deadline-night double-deal 
for Stephane Sessegnon and 
Victor Anichebe. 

Sunderland forward 
Sessegnon became the 
Baggies’ new record signing 
with a £5.5m switch from 
Wearside but Anichebe 
could break the record again 
with his move from Everton 
set to eventually hit £6m. 

The Baggies went on a 
final-day spending spree 
after slumping to the foot of 
the Premier League and 
finally offloaded want-away 
striker Peter Odemwingie to 
Cardiff for an initial £2.5m. 

Head coach Steve Clarke 
missed out on a new loan 
deal for fans’ favourite 
Romelu Lukaku and faces a 
tricky meeting with former 
record signing Shane Long 
after allowing the striker to 
speak to Hull over a £5m 
switch, only to pull the plug. 

The Baggies confirmed 
the signing of Sessegnon at 
around 10.30pm with the 
down-payment believed to 
be £5.5m with the fee poten¬ 
tially rising to £6m. 

They were then involved 
in a tug of war with Everton 
for Lukaku after Chelsea 
boss Jose Mourinho per¬ 
formed a last-minute U-turn 
to sanction a loan move.
